College  Greyhound,  this  year’s  newspaper  staiT  has  brought  the  paper's 
58-year  title  back  from  the  dead  to  fulfill  its  prophesized  destiny.  With 
a  brand  new  sta/T at  its  helm,  the  resurrected  Loyola  College  Greyhound 
has  aimed  its  pens  into  the  west  hoping  to  ride  into  fame  on  die  wake  of 
its  predecessor's,  The  Green  and  Grey's  successes.

Kresge  Awards  Grant 
To  College

Loyola  College  was  recently  awarded 
a  $350,000  challenge  grant  from  (he 
Kresge  Foundation  The  money  it  being 
put  toward  the  construction  of  a  new 
Center  for  Academic  Computing  .rod 
Mathematical  Sciences 

The  purpose  of  the  challenge  grant  i* 
to  encourage  other  major  support  for  the 
$7  million  classroom  and  laboratory 
building  now  nearing  completion  in 
Knott  Hall  College  officials  admit, 
however,  'Loyola  must  raise  an  addi¬ 
tional  $1.7  million  by  June  of  1989  in 
order  to  receive  the  challenge  gram.’ 

"This  i*  the  Largest  grant  die  college  has 
ever  received  from  a  major  national 
foundation*  according  to  the  Public 
Relations  Office. 

The  45,000  square  foot  building  at  the 
College's  Charles  Street  entrance  will 
house  the  academic  computing  center, 
the  mathematical  sciences  and  physics 
departments,  in  addition  to  offices, 
classrooms,  laboratories  and  lecture 
halls  "It  is  Loyola’s  first  new  classroom 
building  since  the  Donnelly  Science 


Center  was  completc-d  in  19/8.-  accor¬ 
ding  to  Mark  Kelly.  Director  of  Public 
Relations 

'We’re  naturally  very  plraied  (hat  the 
Kresge  Foundation  grant  will  at  least 
partially  support  construction  of  this 
much  needed  classroom  and  laboratory 
building,"  'aid  Loyola  President 
Rcvcnroiljoscph  A  Scilinger.  He  added 
that,  "We’re  alx>  counting  on  our  friends 
to  help  us  fund  the  project  completely.' 

In  addition  to  the  Kresge  grant,  the 
college  already  has  raised  nearly  $5 
million  toward  the  project 

The  Foundation  awards  grants  to  sup¬ 
port  projects  involving  construction  or 
renovation  of  facilities  and  the  purchase 
of  major  capital  equipment  or  real  estate. 
Most  grant  recipients  have  already  raised 
funds  toward  their  respective  projects 
before  seeking  support,  according  to  the 
Foundation.  Grants  are  then  made  on  a 
challenge  basis  and  the  institutions  are 
required  to  raise  the  remaining  funds  to 
ensure  the  project's  completion.

HIGH  DEFA  UL  T  RATES  COULD 
ENDANGER  Fim-RE 
GUA  fLiXTEFD  STUDENT  LOANS 

Student  Icon  defaulters  are  jropardiz- 
ing  the  future  of  the  federally  subsidized 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Department  of  Education 
figures,  appm\imatr!v  500  pewtsecon- 
clary  institution*  have  default  rates  above 
50  percent. 

A  recent  study  bv  the  National  Gover¬ 
nor’s  Asacciatton  found  that  more  than 
400  institutions  have  default  rates  above 
60  percent  The  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  estimates  that  1  b  billion  —  or  47 
percent  ol  die  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 
budget  —  iv  dedicated  to  default 
payment*. 

Due  to  the  immensity  and  severity  of 
these  statistics,  increased  attention  has 
been  focused  on  the  issue  of  defaults, 
which  in  turn  hav  prompted  many 
policymakers  to  call  tor  immediate  action 
to  address  the  problem. 

In  a  press  conference  on  November  4. 
1987,  Secretary  of  Education  William 
Bennett  amuxinird  a  new  policy  tociack 
down  on  student  loan  defaults,  staling 
that  it  was 'accountability  time  *  I  It*  pro¬ 
posal  to  alter  the  utuation  would  place 
much  of  the  responsibility  on  individual 
institution*  bv  barring  those  institutions 
with  GSL  default  rate*  greater  than  20 
percent  from  participation  in  .ill  federal 
srudent  akl  program*. 

Bennett  released  a  report  luting  die 
fiscal  year  1985  default  rates  of 7, 295  in¬ 
stitutions  participating  in  the  GSL  pro¬ 
gram  I  he  default  figures  were 
calculated  as  the  percentage  ol  students 
entering  repayment  in  fiscal  year  1985 
who  had  defaulted  by  die  end  ol  fiscal 
year  1986 

The  report  showed  that  some  500  in¬ 
stitutions  had  default  rates  of  over  50  per¬ 
cent  for  dial  period.  The  default  rate 
luted  in  diu  repoit  for  Loyola  College 
was  5.4,  well  below  the  national  average 
of  13.1  percent 

While  recognizing  that  pustsccondary 
institution*  are  not  the  originators.  !x>r- 
towers,  or  collectors  of  GSL’s.  the 
Secretary  did  note  that  'institution*  I* _-.*r 
a  responsibility.  .  .  a  respoiuibihty  Con¬ 
gress  recognized  in  the  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion  Act  Amendments  of  1986*  in  try  ing 
to  reduce  GSL  default*  To  din  end,  the 
Secretary  luted  die  following  five  specific 
actions  institutions  can  take  to  reduce 
default  rates. 

-  Provide  bciicr  loan  counseling  which 
would  heighten  student's  awareness  of 
the  retponsib  ill  lie-*  to  repay  their  loans 
and  the  level  of  debt  they  are  incurring 

•  Implement  less  punitive  tuition  re¬ 
fund  policies  which  would  permit 
dropouts  to  repay  a  greater  portion  of 
their  loan*  immediately. 

-  Improve  admissions  practices  n  that 
student*  will  dearly  be  able  to  benefit 
from  the  schoof*  program  and  would 
thus  be  more  likely  to  graduate  and  find 
subiequent  employment. 

-  Withhold  release  of  academic 
transcripts  for  loan  defaulters. 

•  Improve  communication*  with  Other 
schools,  lenders,  and  guarantee  agent  lex 
so  that  defaulters  are  not  awarded  addi¬ 
tional  aid,  lender*  are  promptly  notified 
when  a  student  leaves  school,  etc.

posed  I  iowever,  the  current  state  of  the 
Guaranteed  Student  l  zero  program  u  a 
symptom  of  a  number  of  more  srrious 
problems  and  trends  /V  tack  force 
established  by  the  Mary  Lind  State  Board 
fot  Higher  Education  in  December  1987 
identified  some  ol  the  main  iuuc*  anti 
problem*  contributing  to  high  default 
i airs  The  nu|or  findings  of  the  lack 
force  were  a*  follows: 

I  he  GSL  Program  i»  no  longer  serving 
the  low  risk,  middle  income  popula¬ 
tion  it  was  designed  to  serve. 

The  GSL  program  wa*  designed  to 
serve  student*  tram  middle  income 
families  considered  to  lx-  ‘low  nvk'  in 
term*  of  their  ability  to  repay  the  loan, 
therefore,  the  program  was  designed 
without  a  criteria  of  credit  worthiness 
However,  an  increasing  proportion  of 
the  students  borrowing  under  the  GSI. 
program  are  from  low  income,  'high 
risk'  families  because  of  the  l.u\.  of 
significant  increase*  in  the  size  ol  Pell 
grants,  state  grants  and  funding  for 
campus-bawd  financial  aid,  increased 
mini  non*  in  eligibility  in  the  GSI.  pro¬ 
gram  and  Luge  increases  ill  the  cost  of 
postsecondary  education 

Increasing  default  cost*  are  due 
primarily  to  large  increases  in  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  program  rather  than 
to  large  increases  in  the  |ier 
rower*  defaulting.

The  default  rate  Inc*  changed  only 
slightly  since  1981  -it  l>0th  the  national 
alitl  suite  levels,  while  the  dollar  volume 
ol  kuns  and,  consequently,  loans  in 
default  I usve  incr rated  dramatically. 

Maryland  research  as  well  as  research 
at  nalinnal  and  state  level*  indicate  a 
strong  correlation  between  d<  faulting 
and  low  student  family  Income. 

In  Maryland,  the  average  family  in¬ 
come  of  defaulter*  is  $10,732  a*  corn- 
pared  to  $36,227  for  nllborrowrri,  While 
average  family  income*  of  Ixirrowrr* 
among  higher  education  wgnierits  varies 
significantly,  there  it  little  difference  in 
incomes  of  defaulter*  by  segment. 

Institution*  liavc  a  limited  ability  to 
reduce  their  default  rale, 

Maryland  data  indicate*  that  institu¬ 
tions  with  high  default  rates  liave  Ixir 
rowers  with  low  average  family  income*, 
while  institution*  with  low  default  rate* 
have  borrower*  with  high  average  family 
income*.
